Than I. Expected.

300,000 
pension claims allowed by Gen. Raum, 
contrary to law, will be materially aided 
by the publication in the newspapers of 
the list of pensioners. The Post-DIsPATcH 
will give the names of those living in Mis- 
souri and other papers will no doubt un- 
dertake the work for other States. It will 
then be easy for the G.A.R. posts to ascer- 
tain what pensioners are frauds and ex- 
pose them: | 
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AN INSTRUCTIVE CONTRAST. 

The Union Depot Railroad Co. on the 
Ist of this month issued twenty-five-year 
6 percent bonds to the amount of $3,500,- 
000. In the advertisement of the sale of a 
portion of these bonds it was stated that 
the gross receipts, including the estimated 
earning of lines in course of construction, 
would reach §1,241,000. Out of these re- 
ceipts the operating expenses and 6 per 
cent interest on stocks and bonds to the 
amount of $6,800,000 may be paidanda 
surplus of §26,504 still be left. 

The municipal authorities of Indianapo- 
lis recently sold the franchise of the entire 
system of street railways in that city at 
auction. The successful bidder, besides 
accepting a host of conditions in the way 
of saving cost tothe citg and protecting 
the interests of the public, agreed to pay 
into the city treasnry, in addition to the 
regular city taxes, 10 per cent of the gross 
receipts for the first five years, 12% per 
cent for the next five, 134% for the 
following five and 14% for the remaining 
fifteen. It is estimated that during the 
thirty years of the life of this franchise the 
city will realize not less than $11,000,000 
from its bargain. 

If the franchises of the Union Depot, 
Railroad Co. had been disposed of on these 
terms, the city would enjoy from them 
alone an annual income beginning 
at $124,144 and . steadily increasing 
with the increase of the receipts from 
growing traffic and the increase of the rate 
of per cent for different periods, If these 
terms or any fair proportion of them were 
attached to the franchises of all street car 
lines the city would enjoy a magnificent 
income which would give an ample fund 
for publie improvements with a surplus 
for the reduction of the debt or the re- 
duction of taxation. That handsome 
profits would still be left forall the cap- 
ital invested in the lines there can be no 
doubt. 

The Indianapolis example and the ex- 
amples of our own methods by which the 
city realizes only afew paltry thousands 
from franchises,the disposal of which enrich 
corrupt lobbyists and legislators and earn 
fortunes for shrewd frachise-grabbers, of- 
feran instructive contrast for the people 
of this city. 


STARVE THE MONSTER. 


As might have been expected the Anti- 
Trust Convention adjourned without doing 
anything but pass a lot of resolutions 
which mean anything, everything or noth- 
ing—probably the latter. 

Experience has demonstrated inthis as 
in most other things that an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. It is right 
and proper to smash the trusts, but it is 
better to save ourselves the trouble of that 
exciting procedure by preventing the 
formation of such combines, 5 

As long as we tempt men to organize for 
large profits, as long as we put a premium 
on conspiracy by assuring large returns of 
gold on a small investment of water, just 
so long we shall be at the mercy of monop- 
olies which thrive on the folly of the pub- 
lic. 

The Anti-Trust Conventfon failed be- 
cause it began at the wrong end of the 
problem. Monopoly, whether lawful or 
unlawful, is impossible while there is 
natural, healthy competition. Most mo- 
nopolies in this country depend for 
a large part of their inordinate profit 
upon the crazy tariff system which 
creates many of them and fosters them. 
Having thus constructed a Frankinstein we 
try to undo the work by binding the mon- 
ster we have ourselves created and fed. A 
saner policy would be to starve the octopus 
by cutting off the sources of its being. 
With healthy competition anti-trust laws 
would not be needed because trusts would 
not be possible, 

State government can, however, do 
much to prevent the organization of vi- 
cious monopolies by stricter corporation 
laws and greater wariness in granting cor- 
porate privileges. It is very hard to over- 
throw a ‘‘combine’’ when itis once upon 
‘its feet, because it has all the forces of 
wealth and chieanery on its side in a legal 
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ly. But, meanwhile 
Government cannot be excused if they do

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FRESH ECONOMIC VIEWS, 
The New York Herald indorses the view 
that standing armies are necessities in Eu- 
rope with the following arguments: 

A standing army affords an outlet for the 
pécullar energies of thousands of men who 
might otherwise be dangerous toa State be- 
cause of lack of civil employment for them, 
Moreover, a standing army gives work for 
many thousands of artisans, for soldiers must 
be fed, clothed and armed. 


This fresh and diverting view of the 
standing army as a positive blessing to the 
people should be welcome to Emperor 
William, who has never presumed to ad- 
vocate the maintenance of a vast army ex- 


national defense for which the German 
people must make sacrifices. 

He may now contend that the army is 
an economic boon, because it gives to 
other citizens abundance of work and 
something besides themselves to work for. 
The greater its increase the more work for 
the workingmen. 

Why not apply this principle to the 
general solution of labor difficulties? By 
continually retiring persons from labor the 
number of producing workmen may be re- 
duced until each one will have thg pleasure 
of working all thetime to provide food, 
clothing and other necessaries for the na- 
tion. Of courseall of their production 
would be needed to support those whom 
an all-wise government has kindly 


plenty of work to do, which is all work- 
ingmen want. 

When such original econumic views are 
advocated by the Herald there is no occa- 
sion to wonder at the generosity of Mr. 
Bennett in publishing the names of his ed- 
itors in order that credit may be given 
where credit is due. 
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THE pone of Claus Spreckels at this 
particular time is very interesting in the 
light of the part he has played in Hawaii. 
There seems to be no doubt that he 
prompted the revolutionists when they 
deposed the Queen. But thingsdid not 
turn out as expected. The United States 
did not jump at annexation, and besides 
the discovery was made that gur 
laws were not favorable to con- 
tract coolie labor, without which the 
sugar planters claim they cannot make 
money. -Spreckels seems to be unable to 
control the Provisional Government, but 
has evidently got some sort of pledges from 
the ex-Queen. He now threatens to re- 
store her to the throne, relying upon the 
‘*baser class of whites’’ to support him in 
his counter revolution. It is another ex- 
ample of the sympathy between the richest 
and the poorest. Greed and want work 
together to a common end—plutocracy.

THE shaky condition of European poli- 
tics is well illustrated in the indignation 
which meets the peaceful sentiments ex- 
pressed by the Austro-Hungarian Prime 
Minister. Count Kalnoky congratulates 
his people on the growing friendly feeling 
between Austria and Russia, which to a 
plain man would seem a very happy situa- 
tion. Butitis not so held by the Ger- 
man Emperor and his army officers, who 
take it as a sign of weakness and a medi- 
tated rearrangement of treaties. The 
truth probably is that Austria has all she 
wants of armaments in time of peace and 
is unwilling to sacrifice her prosperity and 
real greatness for a tawdry and barbaric 
military outfit.

Ir seems to be a question of Fair and fare. 
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Missouri at ths World's Fair. 
From the St. Joseph Herald. 

The Legislature of Missouri, in response to 
the demand of a large majority of the peo- 
ple, made a liberal appropriation for the 
purpose of having the State’s resources and 
products properly presented for exhibition 
at the World’s Fair. That the appropriation 
has been in great part squandered or misap- 
propriated is the opinion of nearly every 
citizen who has visited Chicago. 

The amount expended on the State build. 
ing ought to have secured an edifice that 
would have benefited our rank among the 
States and been an object of pride to all our 
people, Instead of such a structure we have 
a cheap John affair that never actually cost 
one-third of wh at was paid for its erection. 
It is the work of Kansas City architects and 
Kansas City contractors, and out of their 
contract they did not make less than 623,00) 
profit. The general belief is that they di- 
vided this heavy profit with some one who 
was instrumental in securing them tbe job. 

Had the State Commissioners been honest 
in their endeavor and possessed even ordin- 
ary qualifications for their charge a building 
would have been erected entirely out of Mis- 
sourl material. It would have embraced 
Missouri iron, lead, zinc, red and gray gran- 
ite, Warrensburg stone, onyx and glass, with 
the dome covered with Missouri copper. This 
would have made a building more unique 
and beautiful than anyon the grounds, and 
besides being a great advertisement for the 
State it could have been so constructed that 
it could have deen taken down without 
trouble and the matérial sold in Chicago for 
Spot cash for morethan cost. The commis- 
sioners, however, had no proper conception 
of anything beyond the erection of a shed. 

The executive commissioner selected to 
prepare the exhibit of the State’s resources 
has proved himself a miserable failure in 
every department. He had at his disposal a 
sum of money sufficient to have made a mag- 
nificent display. He has „deres it and 
there is nothing to show for R that would de 
a credit to a county falr. 

It is clear to every intelligent observer that 
Missouri 1s surpassed in bullding and in ex- 
hibits by many States that had comparatively 
little materlal to work on, and not half the 
appropriation of money that we had. 

The failure of the work of our State com- 
mission is humiliating to every citizen of 
Missouri.

The Pension Question. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Ihave read your many editorials on the 
pension question—also scanned your partial 
list of St. Louis penstoners, and your to-day’s 
comments on the same. 

When Gen. Grant used the language you 
quote, he certainly was not aware of the law 


passed in 1890, longafter his death. By that 
law all ex- soldiers, then or thereafter, in any 
manner incapacitated from earning a living 
by manual labor—their disabilities not being 
caused by their intemperate acts—became 
pensionable, whether they are paupers or 
millionaires, By that law the wealthy is just 
as much entitled to a pension as a beggar. 

The law of 1890 was yicions in the extreme, 
as it was calculated to N fraud and 
perjury; but, if there be many frauds under 
it, certainly the examining surgeons must be 
parties to them in most instances. As tothe 
pension agents, they are simply attorneys 
and are in duty bound to do as well as pos- 
sible for their clients. 

So long as the law of 1890 exists, every ex- 
soldier who is unable to earn a living by 
manual labor is entitled to a pension, and to 
annul the law wouldjbe to do an injustice to 
hundreds of thousands who have not yet 
applied or who may yet be able 
toearnaliving. If there be any ex-soldier 
sO patriotic that he fers to give the 
American people what he is entitled to by 
law he is at perfect liberty to do so, but the 
average man will naturally take all that he 
is entitled to. 

Having paid so many millions of dollars to 
the myriads who have so far applied, the 
Republic can hardly be so un«rateful to the 
remainder, who are fully as deserving, as to 
cut them off with nothing; but, having de- 
cided to pension more than those who were 
disabled in or by the war, the nearest just 
way would have been to $s a service pen- 
sion bill and pay each ohe according to the 
time he actually served. That would have 
prevented fraud and perjury and would 
not have been unjust to any. 
I apprehend that the publication of the 
names of those drawing pensions will dis- 
close few frauds. It will have the effect, 
however, of flooding the Pension Depart-

Does Mr. Garesche mean to assert that po- 
licemen have the right to arrest and commit 
children to an_ indefinite term of imprison- 
ment, probably for life, without due process 
oflaw? Does Mr. Garesche mean to assert 
that the keepers ofthe Good Shepherd have 
the legal right to hold children without the 
parents’ consent? 

Some years ago the English Parliament en- 
acted a law, if I remember rightly, called 
The Contagious Diseases Act. The pre- 
amble said it was for the better ‘*Preserva- 
tion of the health of her majesty's soldiers 
and sailors.’’ The intention of the law was, 
no doubt, good, but it was soon discovered 
that its workings were extremely evil. Prac- 
tically it put the lower classes of women, 
honest or otherwise, absolutely at the mercy 
of policemen. Policemen are not saints, and 
few human beings, no matter what their 
calling and conditions, are fit to be trusted 
with irresponsible power over the poor and 
lowly. Ifa policeman wanted to subdue a 
poor girl to his will and she resisted, he 
could, and as many dia, arrest her on sus- 
picion of unchastity. He coulda, 
spiteful, testify against her and 
procure her enrollment among the degraded 
class, thereby rulning her forever. So many 
instances ofthis nature became public, the 
English newspapers took it up. Herbert 
Spencer wrote able articles showing the cruei 
injustice of placing women so absolutely in 
the power of policemen, the English/law- 
makers saw their mistake and repealed the 
infamousenactment, Ifthe law-makers ef 
Missouri or St. Louis have made a similar 
law, if they have made a law authorizing po- 
licemen to arrest and commit girls and 
women to prison without trial, if they have 
authorized policemen to determine whether 
a poor womanisto have her own child or 
not, to decide whata mother’s motives are 
when she asks for her child; if the Good 
Shepherd is authorized to hold any child a 
ern eee may choose to commit to their 

ouse without due process of law; why,then 
it is time the law - makers of Missouri should 
eed 3 —— from the experience of their

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The vn ot Bir Commissions Has Again 

Broken Out Among the Eastern Roads 
Certain Western Lines Beating Com- 
Petitors Out of Passenger Traffic— 
Large Percentages Reaped. 


New Tonk, June 8.—The efforts of the 
Wans- Atlantic steamship companies to es- 
tablish a clearing-house for the purpose of 
routing all immigrant raliroad travel west of 
Ohicago and st. Louis and ultimately tocon- 
trol all immigrant travel in this country 
brought to light yesterday an unusual condl- 
tion of things among va rallroads them- 


selves. 

The evil of big couiniediaes on passengers 
has broken out again among the Eastern rail- 
roads, and certain of the Western lines have 
devised schemes to beat competitors out of 
all the second and third-class passenger 
trafic. Big commissions rule to all Missouri 
River points and also to St, Paul and other 
Northwestern cities. It requires a knowl- 
edge of the combination, to be sure, 
to get these commissions, but every 
ticket broker in New York City and many of 
the boarding-house keepers in the lower 
wards know how to unlock it. The game is 
played chiefly in the East through three or 
four well-known ticket agents of the First 
Ward, in whom the railroads repose con- 
fidence. These agents pay the big com- 
missions and at the same time retain enough 
of the ‘‘allowance’’ to make it an object to 
themselves. Ofcourse the strictest secrecy 
is necessary, as companies caught at it are 
guilty of willful violations. Thethree lead- 
ing agents of the First Ward hold the key to 
the situation, and they are sending all their 
passengers over this road who can go that 
way. 

The Missouri Pacific is said to be getting 
most of the business going between &t. Louis 
and Kansas City, such as originates in the 
East. The Rock Island does not cover this 
territory. The arrangements with the First 
Ward agents are practically the same as 
with the Rock Island, only not so extensive. 
From reliable sources it seems plain that 
commissionsas high as $5 to 56 are paid for 
passengers in the territory above mentioned. 
In other words, from 25 to50 percent of the 
railroad fare. 

As for the trunk lines, itis understood that 
nearly all, if not all of them, except the New 
York Central and Pennsylvania companies, 
are offering inducements of the same kind, 
though not so extravagant. The commis. 
sions range, itis said from $2 to 74, which 
would make a bonus of 87 to $10 on a through 
ticket from New York toSst. Paul or Kansas 
City. 
obtained is second class. 

The organization of the transatlantic 
steamship companies tocontrol ail the im- 
migrant railroad travel west of Chicago, and 
eventually between that city and the sea- 
board, is meeting with favor among the 
companies that hawe not yet assented to the 
proposed agreement. 

Mr. Gustave Schwabofthe North German 
Lloyd Co. is quoted as saying: Experience 
has taught us that scalpers and outside 
agents are enabled, by some arrangements 
with the railroad companies which 
we have never thoroughly under- 
stood, to obtain higher commissions 
and lower Tates@than the steamship com- 
panies. This has demoralized the business. 
Our idea is to get entire control of the book- 
ing of steerage passenyers to the West and 
to get uniform rates. It has been going on 
lor many years—ihis inferference with our 
rates—and we wish to have it stopped. If 
the steamship companies will stand together 
wecan carry out the plan without difficulty. 
Theideais toseilthe passenger a ticket to 
his destination from the othe; side wituout 
exception, and thus simplify matters. Here- 
tofore this has only been done by request.

GYPSY ROYALTY. 


ITS OLDEN PAGEANTRY HAS WHOLLY 
DEPARTED. ' 


Special Correspondencé Post~DIsPATCH. 

Lonpox, May 30.—There is nowhere in the 
entire range of sociological study and obser- 
vation so grotesque and yet so genuine a 
thing as Gypsy royalty. To be king“ or 
**queen’’ of a tatterdemalion crew of wan- 
dere rs, seems to us who are utterly removed 
from Gypsy thought, feeling and conditions, 
so trifiing and outlandish a thing that 
we can scarcely contemplate the regal status 
ana its odd dignities without a feeling of rid- 
icule and contempt. 

The first Gypsy I ever saw was a princess; 
afterwards.a queen. That was just forty 
years ago. She was a mite ofa thing, anda 
great storm of early winter had separated 
her from the rest of her band as it was 
hastening to summer climes, and driven her, 
Gesperately near death fromthe severity of 
the elements, to the door of our ample and 
ancient farm home. It was Thanksgiving 
Day. Acrowdof relatives and friends were 
being entertained after the good old New 
England fashion. The hundreds of cattle, 
horses and sheep had all been comfort- 
ably housed from the bewildering 
storm. Three or four tabilefuls of 
countryside guests had been served, every- 
thing possessing a keener relish for the 
shuddering night and its biinding snow. 
While the good old place was ringing with 
laughter and jollity, and my mother, with 
the manner of a severe commander, was giv- 
ing an eye to preparations for the ‘‘hired 
men’s’’ repast, the storm clutched and shook 
the old farm house savagely. In the rattle 
and clatter of it all there was swept into the 
wide, low-ceilinged room a scared, trem- 
bling, tawny girl of perhaps (years of age. 

The snow was beaten into her glossy, black 
hair which was matted wildly about her shiv- 
ering form. My mother locked the ‘‘hired 
men! out for a bit; brought the girl to the 
capacious fireplace and dried and warmed 
her, and then with a genuine court martial 
air, and still with a brusque yet certain 
touch ofthe waif’s immediate needs which 
had real humanity in it, set her at the table 
and fed her until she could hold no more, 


Then taking both of us—my- 
self ‘rising 3.“ as the fagmers 
say, and this plump, glowing- 
eyed heathen—she marched us upstairs, 


away into the garret, and put us, still to- 
gether, into the snuggest of trundle-beds be - 
side the huge, roaring chimney, where, cua- 
dling mein her warmarmsas if for human 
companionship, and muttering words of an 
unknown tongue which surely held the 
modulation and accent of prayer, this lost 
heathen princess sobbed herselfjasieep. 

It would ‘be a long and even a romantic 
story; how this Gypsy girl was found at our 
home by a Gypsy lad the next morning; how 
lad and lass disappeared hand in hand like 
ragged silhouettes over the snow-capped 
hills about our valley farm; how when a 
boy soldier _Icame upon the two, then man 
and wife, ground between the teeth of war 
as Hood was making his brave but fateful 
winter march upon Nashville, just ten years 
after the stormy Thanksgiving time, and 
at athen dreadfal risk set them on their 
way to Gypsy friends in the North; 
how but afew years later till Iagain found 
them, this time in a great Gypsy camp 
where the annual May-day meetings and 
partings were going on, and where, for what 
little land mine had done, this same Gypsy 
girl, now queen of her tribe, made my 
merits, through her gratitude, so great to 
her people and race, that in all lands and 
places since three magic words have un- 
locked house, tent and heart of all Gypsy- 
dom; dut it has brought me to see and feel 
almost with Gypsy eyes and mind, andto 
know that there is truly an impressive reality 
even in Gypsy royalty in rags. 


The accepted notion about Gypsy kings“ 
and ‘‘queens’’ is that of the stage and 
story-book Gypsy, carrying a witch-crook, 
striding great strides, dressed in gaudy 
finery, wearing a tin crown and bedecked 
with Brummagen beads and rings, who end- 
lessly speaks in a voide of a suppressed basso 
and who ‘*Thees!’’ Thous!'“ Hos!“ 
**Has!’’ and *‘Avaunts!’* trembling subjects 
until their joints are loose in their sockets 
andthe camp-fire pots rattle and clink in 
the crooks of the iron kettle- sticks. Perhaps 
something of this sort was in vogue a few 
hundred years ago. The history of Gypsy 
tribes in continental Europe shows that 
Gypsy ‘*Kings,’’ ‘‘princes,’’ ‘‘earis,’’ 
‘*dukes’’ and those of lesser title foamed 
about, under Mcense of potentates, with 
retinues and cavaleades that would have 
done honor to truly titled folk of the time. 
But allthis sort of thing is now alone feund 
in the shilling-shocker and penny-dreadfal 
wilds of literature. There was up to the last 
century some genuine royal Gypsy pageantry 
among the larger wandering British tribes. 
This was characteristic of Scottish more than 
of English Gypsies. The record of the royal 
doings of the latter is indeed luminous and 
unique. 

In the early part of the Sixteenth Century, 
Anthonius Gawino, Eari of Little Egypt, was 
so consummately shrewd in carrying out his 
assumption of pilgrimage and ot being under 
commands of the Pope to wander seven years 
without sleeping in a bed, that he actually 
secured the countenance, if not the favor, of 
James IV. This Anthonius Gawino seemed 
to be a diplomat by nature. He inveigied 
King James into giving him a very strong 
and sympathetic letter to his uncle, the King 
of Denmark, in which the Gypsy Chief and 
his vagabond followers are spoken of as 
„ Anthontus Gawino, Earl of Little Egypt, 
and the other afflicted and lamentable tribe 
of: his retinue, whilst, through a desire of 
traveling and by command of the Pope, pill - 
—5 over the Christian worid,“ etc., 

hich shows that their imposition upon the 
melancholy Scottish King was complete, 
whether or not his testimonials ever benefit- 
ed them in Denmark. . 

Until nearly half a century after this, al- 
though the Gypsies had already become 
troublesome, their true character had not 
been discovered, James V., shortly before 


“nis death in 1540, entered into a league with 
**John Faw, lord and earlof Little Egypt,’’ 
directing all in authority in bis realm to com. 
pel the return to Faw’s submission all those 


| his laws,“ so that, as the edict read, the 


said John have no cause for complaint there- 
upon in time coming.’’ This edict further 
charged all officers of the realm to command 
masters of all ships at ports and havens 

where the sald John and his company might 
come to receive them, and, on expenses be- 
ing paid, toconvey them to their oon coun- 

try. 

This was only a shrewd bit of maneuvering 
on the part of King Faw, who, being pressed 
to take himselfandtripe out of the country, 
pretended to his followers’ rebellion against 
ulm, and secured this unique edict in his 
favor to give color of necessity to prolonging 
nis and his people’s stay in Scotland. This 
Faw, whose shrewdness stamped the genu- 
ine Gypsy upon his character, was the pro- 
genitor of the many tribes of Faws, Faas, or 
Falis, who with the Balllies (formerly Ball- 
yows, the present Gypsy Balleys of Ameri- 
ca), have been the most numerous and noted 
of Scottish Gypsies, and whose descendants, 
as Favs and Falls, I have found in respect- 
able numbers and condition throughout the 
United States. 

The most noted royal Gypsies of Scotland 
were King Anthonius Gawino, previously re- 
ferred to, the Bailyows, afterwards the Bail- 
lies, and old King John Faw. Many members 
ofthe Faa family have attained wealth and 
political preferent in Scotland. The once 
wealthy Falls, merchants of Dunbar, are 
Gypsies. One of the Falis became a Colonel 
in the British army. Another served a term 
in Parilament. Hosts have been and are 
under-sheriffsand bailiffs. Lady Anstruther, 
wife. of the late Sir John Anstruther 
of Elie, was Jenny Fay, a Gypsy 
woman of great wit and beauty. 
These Falls or Faas of Dunbar are 
also connected by marriage with the great 
banking family of Coutts, widely known in 
America through the frequent clasio intelli- 
gence concerning the noted Baroness Bur- 
dette Coutts. While the celebrated poem, 
„The Gypsy Laddle, commemorates the 
abduction by the then Gypsy King, John Faa, 
in 1643, of Lady Casillis, wifeofthe Earl of 
Casillis, ‘‘a sullen and ill-tempered man, 
more given to theology than to Ika - day 
goodness, who was absent ou a deputation 
to ratify the splemn league and covenant of 
that year at Westminster, 

This noted line of British Gypsy royalty 
still exists in direct descent in the person of 
the most hopeless outcast of all outcasts, an 
outcast Gypsy, whose acquaintance I have 
the honor to possess; although the same is 
esteemed almost a dishonor from even a 
Gypsy potnt of view; and the same royal line, 
in distributed strains, is still proudly recog- 
nized in nearly seventy families or tribes I 
personally know in England, Scotland and 
America. All these tribes hold to the right 
of succession within their separate tiny 
kingdoms of population rather than territory 
with the same tenacity and sacred inviola- 
bility asany European monarchial dynasty. 
Where the line becomes extinct, which 
seldom occurs, it is nearly always reintro- 
duced by marriage with members of other 
tribes where the hereditary line is super- 
abundant. In instances where it is per- 
mitted to become and remain extinct, a king 
or queen or Doth are always chosen by pop- 
ular election. In nearly all such cases the 
sovereign is selected froma family possess- 
ing the next requisite to royal blood—age 
without taint ofcrime. Thusit willbe seen 
that both British and American Gypsies, 
while purely communistic in actual applica- 
tion of tribal government, are among the 
most exacting of all strictly monarchial peo- 
ple in holding to the principle of royal 
heredity. 

The climax of visible British Gypsy royalty 
was undoubtedly reached at ancient Kirk 
Yetholm, just across the Ehglish Border, 
among the Cheviot Hills, at about the middle 
of the present century. At the death, at 
Kirk Yetholm, in 1847, of the King of all the 
Scottish and many of the English Gypsies, 
William Faa, or ‘‘Auld Wull Faa,’’ as he was 
better known, there came from Yethoim and 
its immediate neighboohvod 600 Gypsies and 
800 asses as an escort for his remains from 
Coldstream to the parish burying ground at 
Yetholm, Shortly after his death, on the 
sudden decease of Charles Blythe, King WII - 
fiam’s immediate successor, a remarkable 
contest took place between the late Faa’s 
two dgughters, Princess Esther and Princess 
Helen. 


The Blythe line was extinct in Scotland; 
and no one could be found to dispute the 
royal line reverting to one orthe other of the 
two Faa princesses. Helen, the younger, 
urged her claims on the well-known and 
often-expressed wish of the dead king that 
she should eventually succeed him. Esther, 
the elder, claimed the succession on the 
grounds of seniority. For months the livell- 
est imaginable political canvass was waged 
throughout the Gypsy camps of Scotiand and 
England. At last the contest waged so bitter 
that these sisters of royal blood came to 
biows, the first and last breach of the peace 
ever accredited to Gypsies in Yetholm. 

They were both women of powerful frame 
and the encounter has been described to me 
by an eye witness now living as having been 
of the most savage and ferocious character. 
Esther was victorious, and Helen, or black- 
bearded Nell, as the villagers called her, 
got hersel weel lickit.’’ This affray ap- 
parently decided the contest, for on 
**testing-day,’’ or Shrove Tuesday, on which 
the famous Bowmont games are still notably 
celebrated, Princess Helen and her followers 
urged no objection to Princess Esther’s ele c 
tion and coronation. 

The crowning of Queen Esther—whose full 
name was Esther Paa Blythe Rutherford—the 
Blythe and Rutherford addenda coming from 
marriage with worthless men of her race— 
was an affair of great note at Yetholm. Her 
majesty was attended by, a royal brother, 
several princes and princesses or the blood, 
Prince Robert, her Son, to om I have pre- 
viously referred, and a great retinue of over 
800 Gypsies and as many townspeople and 
gentry of the surrounding country. The 
cavaicade proceeded tothe Yetholm Gross. 
A jolly old blacksmitn named George Glad- 
stone, who had performed a like office for 
Oharles Blythe, and thus secured the title of 
Archbishop of Yetholm,’’ wrought a re- 
splendent coronet of tin, sustaining a tre- 
mendous Scotch thistle. In presence of the 
kreat multitude he made proclamation of 
his right to exercise the high office, and, 
having in the most solemn fashion set the 
emblem of royalty upon her head, pro- 
claimed the swarth heroine ** 
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palace,“ a thaiched cottage witha hard clay 
floor, and the Wight was passed in all manner 
of rustic revelties. 

Queen Esther, whose life-sized portrait in 
Ollis one of my most prized Gypsy relics, 
died at Kelso, 4 dozen milesto the north of 
Yetholm, in July, 1883. Her cortege from 
Keiso to Kirk Yétholm, where she was buried 
beside hundreds of her race, was a memor- 
able one. Thoasanas of people came to Yet- 
holm, Upon the coffin lay the royal red 
cloak of the Oieen, and an enormous white 
wreath of roses, sent by Lady John Scott of 
Spottiswood, surmounted this. Both were 
interred with the body of the Queen. The 
Rev. Mr. Davidson, for thirty-two years 
minister of the Kirk Yetholm Church, tells 
me he never witnessed a more remarkable 
scene than at this burial. The services were 
held at Kelso; hut such vast crowds massed 
about the grave at ¥etholm that though Mr. 
Davidson made effort to reach it to say a few 
words over the body, the grief of the Gypsies 
and the density of the crowd prevented, 

At the death of Queen Esther, British 
Gypsy royalty, in its large, old-time sense, 
came to an end. Noone ever aspired to her 
regal honors. Prince Roba, her son, had 
become a worthless vagabond; and even old 
Princess Helen, with whom I was once quite 
a favorite, tol me that she was so ‘‘weel 
and fairiy licket’’ in the original contest for 
succession that she had completely lost all 
ambition for royal life. Four years ago the 
present summer a study in oll of Queen ES 
ther’s face, done by some Vagrant artist, 
was hanging in a tobacconist’s shop in Leith 
Walk, Edinburgh. Attracted by the picture 
l entered, secured permission to examine it, 
and, justasI Was turning to depart, I en- 
countered about as forbidding a looking 
tramp as I ever set eyes upon in Scotland. 
Some similarity between his pox-pitted face 
and that of the dead queen’s caused me to 
regard him intently. Leering at me as he 
followed me into the street, he touched my 
shoulder, with one dirty paw, and with the 
thumb of the other prodding backwards 
towards the shop asked me with royal fami- 
larity: 

’*D’ye ken me noo?’’ 

‘“‘Itold him flatly that Idid not wish to 
**ken’’ him at all. 

Then yer nae Gorgio chal (@ypsy’s 
friend), that ye’r’e famed,’’ he replied as 
bluntly. .**Dinna be ill to thole!’’ (difficult 
to get along with) he continued whiningly. 

Iwasa little alarmed by his ruManly per- 
sistence, but he had given me a Gypsy chal- 
lenge surely, and 1 told him to jaw the 
drom for a Romany chor,’’ wich in plain 
English meant ‘he should Get out for a 
Gypsy thief!’’ 5 

Mon, mon,“ hé exclaimed as if expecting 
instant arrest, I'm nae chor; I’m Prince 
Robert- kung o' a’ Nokkums (provincial 
Yetholm Romany for Gypies) if I had my 
ain!’’ 

It was Prince Robert surely. Tenderly 
enough now I took him with me down among 
the fishermen of New Haven; tenderly still 
heard his maudlin tale of a beggarly tramp’s 
lifeand the earthwide ostracism of his own 
people; of his countless adventures on the 
borderland of law; of his familiarity with the 
staripen or prison-loaf of every parish jail in 
Scotiland—never for crime, but for endless 
peccadillos in which he held a hopeless pride; 
tenderly still filled his paunch with bitter 
ale, his tob-jacket with sausages and his 
trousers pockets with huge English pennies; 
and left him sleeping sweetly on the murmur- 
ing beach, as his wits andthe tide went out 
together. 

Perhaps in the whole world this is the only 
instance where Gypsy royalty is so sadly en- 
throned in witless wantonness. The name 
of Prince Robert of Scotlandisa byword of 
contempt in every Gipsy camp or community 
in every land. All other Gypsy rulers of 
royal blood or those chosen to power that I 
ever knew held absolute sway. Their power 
is absolute because it is never exercised save 
in essentials. They are beloved because, 
strange as it may seem to those who Know 
not, their lives, from the standpoint of Gypsy 
ethics, are lofty, good and true.

HOTEL LIFE IN CHINA, 


Business, Provincial and Official Inns 
Where Flashy Clerks Don’t Appear. 


Hotels in China are quite uniform archi- 
tecturally. They never differ in polat of 
cleanliness and other detalls, but they are 
almost invariably built in the form ofa quad. 
rangle inclosing a court, says a writer iu the 
Phlladelphia Times. The building is only one 
story high. In front ot the quadrangle is a 
space wide enough for wheeled vehicles to 


drive in. The front part of the struc- 
ture is occupied by the kitchen and the res- 
taurant. if there is any. Along 
the side of the quadrangle are many 
small rooms, At the farther end is the 
swell apartment, intended to be occupied by 
guests of means and digtinction. This 
apartment consists invariably of three 
rooms—a sitting-room in the middle and a 
bedroom on each side. There is no hotel 
clerk with a scintillating diamond in his 
shirt-front, the innkeeper fulfilling that 
capacity incidentally to his other duties. 
There are three classes of hotels in China. 
To begin with, there are the business inns, 
ffequented by commercial travelers as one 
— 8 say. They bear a certain sort of 
analogy to the hostelries in our own country, 
where agents with gripsacks full of merchan- 


dise find accommodation. To these inns 
traders go for the purpose of showing 
and disposing of their wares. in 
all of the large cities there are 


provincial inns, each of which is kept up for 
the accommodation of people froma partic- 
ular province, as Canton or Szechuen, re- 
ceiving —, guests who come from that 
province, hese hoteis do a considerable 
postal business, transmitting letters through 
the hands of the people who enjoy their hos- 

itality. The latter are not legally responsi- 

le for the safe delivery ot such mall, but it 
is nevertheless conveyed to the intended 
recipients with the utmost regularity. In 
this maaner letters are sent all the way from 
Pekin to the border of Burmah, the journey 
requiring four or five months. 

In addition to the kinds of inns I have de- 
scribed there are official hotels, where high 
officials stop on their way through the coun- 
try. Th establishments do not receive 
tradespeople. The traveling official often 
takes the whole hostelry for the accommoda- 
tion of himself and his retainers. He occa- 
pies the swell apartments in the rear, 
while they are quartered in the littie 
rooms along the sides of the quadrangle. 
If he is avery elevated personage indeed 
he 1s likely to scorn the i! refer- 
ring to hire a temple. Such religious 


edifices ordinarily bave rooms attac to 
them, in which comfortable accom tion

AS A REPORTER. 

Mr. Pulitzer became a reporter on the staff 
ofthe Festliche Post of St. Louls, a German 
publication. He immediately threw all the 
energy there was in him in to this work. He 
astonished the other reporters of the town 
with the care and enterprise of his undertak- 
ings, and soon madea name for himself in 
all the newspaper officesofthecity. One of 
his fellow newspaper men, William Fayal, 
while ages g Ag oa New York WORLD reporter 
recently of Palitzer’s career as a re- 
porter, said: 

He was quick, intelligent aud enthusi- 
astic, but of all his qualities the most notable 
was his determination to accomplish what- 
ever he set out to do. Irecall an incident 
which illustrates this characteristic. He was 
at Jefferson * asthe correspondent of the 
Westliche Post represented the ublican, 
then, as now, a Democratic organ. One 
night there was a secret Democratic cau- 
cus, to which only representatives of the 
Democratic papers of the State re invited. 
Early in the session there was a noise in the 
corridor. Suddenly the doors were en 
open, the doorkeepers went sorawling on the

Mr. Pulitzer bought the Wortp. The ven- 
ture was regarded by friends and enemies 
alike as foolhardy. As a fact it was a stu- 
pendous task to infuse new blood in the 
shriveled veins of this paper. It was a task 
which might well have appalled. 
But Mr. Pulitzer undertook it calmly and 
with the utmost confidence in his success. 
He had done evena greater thing in making 
a gold mine out of two worthless papers in 
St. Louis. He could repeat his success on a 
vastly larger scale in New York. 
In his own paper lately there appeared a 
paragraph ich shows the calm confidence 
of the man and the reason for it. Here it Is: 
To obtain possession of the WORLD he (Mr.
